From press reports covering a speech 
by Senator McCarthy this morning, it would appear 
that the Senator has received FBI reports or 
copies thereof, from some, source. It is reported 
that nearly all the names in the document have 
been blocked out, but the' names of the FBI agents 
"Who conducted the inquiary have not been obliterated. 

It is requested that you undertake 
immediately an investigation to ascertain the source 
from -which such FBI reports neve obtained by 
Senator McCarthy. It -would appear that there may 
have been a violation of Title 18, Sections 641 and 
2071, U.S.C.A., dealing T/ith the theft, embezzlement, 
and unlaTtful removal of Government documents.

During^ the initial inquiries into this matter it was determined 
that Clive Palmer of the department had conducted an extensive inquiry 
concerning a so-called "leal^*^ in the Loyalty Review Board. You may 
recall that Seth Richardson j Chairman j Loyalty Review Boards on ^6 

March 14 j 1950 j wanted the Bureau- to conduct an investigation concernin^^^ 
this "leak^^ and we advised him at that time that the matter was 
strictly an administrative one and did not constitute a violation the 
Bureau could investigate. Our investigation at^ the CSG^ the State 
Department J and the Loyalty Review Boards and the examination of 
the material gathered by Clive Palmer has revealed the following

^^exhibit" on page two characterises the United American Spanish 
Aid Committee as having been cited by the Attorney General. 
The ^^exhibit" is dated September 10 ^ 1948j whereas the United 
American Spanish Aid Committee was not cited by the Attorney General 
until April 21^ 1949. ,, , ,^^ ,i., 

(2) The ''exhibirt'^ contains a signed statement of 



dated September 7j 1948^, which did. not appear in tne bureau *^ 
loyalty reports and which we have ascertained was taken by the 
State Department Loyalty Board in connection with the adjudication 
of Posniak^s case. The CSC has never had.^d copy of this particular 
statement in its files j indicating that Senator McCarthy ^s source 
is apparently not withj^n the CSC itself. The Posniak file^ as 
presently maintained by the State Department^ is made up in four 
fo lders. Two of these folders actually contain the statement 
of \ \ and it was particularly inte restinp t o note that 

one of them had the Bureau^s reports and the \ \ statement 

arranged in the same sequence as they appearea in Senator McCarthy ^s 
^^exhibit.^^ These four folders have been traveling back and 
forth between the State Department and' the Loyalty Review Board 
but it is interesting to note that from February 2^ 1950 j to 
May 25j 1950 ^ they were in the possession of the Loyalty Review 
Board. Senator McCarthy originally began his charges against 
the State Department on February 20 j 1950. From February 2j 1950 ^ 
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until April 7j 1950 ^ -the file was maintained in the office of 
Colonel Grover SaviSy Chief of the Inspections Division^ 
Loyalty Review Boards where all loyalty files are maintained 
until such time as an Examiner^Inspector calls for the file 
to prepare the case for the Loyalty Review Board. The Posniak 
file was called by J)v\ Cyril L. Coombs j Eo^aminer-Inspectorj 
Loyalty Review Board j on April 7j 1950 ^ and maintained in his 
custody in a locked file cabinet from April 7^ 1950 j until 
May 85j 1950 j except for the period May 4^ 1950 j to May 84^ 
1950j during which time the file had been transmitted to Dr. 
.Burton X* French at Oxford^ Ohio. Dr. French was Chairman of 
the panel considering the case. Howeverj while the file was 
in Dr. Coombs' office j^ the key to the file cabinet was kept 
in his 'Hncoming work box" on the top of his desk and this 
fact could apparently have been known to other employees of 
the Loyalty Review Board not immediately concerned with the case 
and such employees could thereby have gained access to the file.

Information in Bureau Files Re par din q Beale . 

Beale was the subject of a special inquiry type investigation 
for the p^ositipn^ of investigator j House Committee on Un^-American 
Activities^ in 1945. * During the inquiry it was determined that 
•"Beale had' been a. magistrate in Jefferson County^ Kentucky j from 
1929^1931.^ On December 23^ 1931j and January 29j 1932j he was 
indicted/on charges of malfeasance j oompduhding' a crimej criminal 
conspiracy J nonfeasance ^ and misfeasance arising out of acts 
committed by him while a magistrate* He was found guilty on 
January 21 j 1932 of ^hompounding a crimeJ^ and fined $25. 
Other indictments against him were either dismissed or disappeared 
from official records* Beale was described by persons interviewed 
as %eing crooked as a ram^s horn^^^ and a '^^damn rascal." 
Investigation disclosed he .was a friend of and recommended highly 
by Congressman Fred E. Busbey. His superiors at the CSC 
described him as having strong prejudices in matters concerning 
un-'Americani.smj and^ reported that he had been censured because 
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of ijhe strict stand he toojc on certain cases* 'It mas also 
developed that Beale was interested in the Constitutional 
Educational League j Jnc» and had corresponded with Joseph P* 
Kamp^ Director and Vice Chairman of this organisation^ who 
is the author of the book entitled ^'America Betrayed. Kamp 
has published and circulated numerous anti ^Communist publications 
in connection with the Constitutional Educational League^ Inc. 

During the course of our investigation we have not 
interviewed the Honorable Seth W. Richardsonj Chairman^ Loyalty 
Review Board; L. 7. Ueloy^ Executive Secretary; or Mr* James E. 
Hatcher J Chief -^ Investigations Division^ CSC* It was ascertained 
that Richardson is '^camping out^' in t%e IMne woods out of touch of 
civilisation. Meloy is suffering from a heart attack and his condition 
will not permit an interview with him. Hatcher is on leave in Canada^ 
However J it is doubtful whether these nen would be able to provide 
any information without reference to their files and we have 
examined the appropriate files at the, CSC and the Loyalty Review 
Board and have discussed the matter with officials presently on 
duty at these agencies m

PURPOSE : 

To include in TOO report infonnation pertainiiig to foimer Special Agent 
Don Surine* s admission to Bureau agent that he had prepared CSC Summaiy of Inf or- 
loation -which Tras used by Senator McCarthy on the floor of the Senate in the case 
referred to by Senator McCarthy as Mr# X. McCarthy later distributed copies of 
the alleged CSC Summary^ 

BACKGROUMD : 

You Tdll recall by letter dated September 19, 1950, the Washington Held 
Office advised that Don Surine, former Biireau agent now employed as an investigator 
by Senator Joseph R» McCarthy, stated to Special Agent Francis J» Duane of the VflPO 
that he irould like to get a copy of the Bxireau's summary report , on Lattimore,. 
Surine presuaed that approxdjaately twelve Bureau, offices had ^SSS^reports and 
that copies had been distiabuted to ONI and &-2f further^ that in the past he had 
been able to secxire some information from the New Yoik Office of ONI» Surine 
claimed he needed such a: report inasmuch as Senator McCarthy in the future would 
not make any further all^ations without being able to support such allegations 
by an investigative report • He said that if he could get the report, he could 
attribute the information contained therein to another goverment investigative 
agency explaining that, "This is what happened in the Posniak case^l You will 
recall that the case presented before the Senate by Senator McCarthy and 
described as the case of Mr». X was later determined to be the case of Edward G» 
Posniak* 

Surine further advised that he was aware that the Bureau had initiated 
an investigation! to determine how Senator McCarthy cotild have obtained, the infor- 
mation appearing in the CSC investigative file concerning Posniak and that he g^ 
also had heard that the Senator had been questioned in this regard by you* 
1 Surine indicated that if he could have the Lattimore summary report it would be 
Ihandled in tte same fashion as was done in the Posniak case, explaining that he 
Would insert the information appearing in the Bureau jreport in the form of a 
Bummary of information appearing in the CSC investigative files; thus making it 
lappear that his office had secured a; CSC* file rather -ttiMnya ^eau file^ In 
/this way, Surine said he -would not bey^i^tMg^^|^^/I^ ^tl©" '-. 
CSC summary report would not be a boila iEK(/ report odHa govCTment'^geTOy and thus, 
a Theft of Gar. ernmenti Property case, as such, could not be proved.

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Ag^t Duane advised that Surine did not speci£ic^ay ask hia to secure 

I a copy Q,f this report nor did he in ary^vray- intimate that he could obtain this 
report ftom, his Bureau acquaintances ^ He likeTjise did not indicate that Senator 
McCarthy was aware of the practice evidently -adopted by him in the Posniak case 
or in making such an informal request- for a Bureau report. Agent Duane further 
advised^that the foregoing data was volunteered in its entirety by. Surine, who 
made the ...statements without any solicitation on the part of Duane. 

Tou Tdll also recall that, by memorandim dated September 19, 1950* 
Deputy Attorney General Peyton Ford instructed the Bureau to reopen its investi- 
.gation in this matter and to interview certain individuals iiib had been previously 
set forth in Bureau memorandum to the Department as not having^ been interviewed 
due to their absence from the city or illness* Ihe investigation is still 
continuing at this time and a report has not been submitted by the Washington 
ELeld Office reflecting^ the additional investigation conducted by that office 
as requested by Mr ♦ Peyton Ford*

EichaiNdspn adirilsed that, he cannot say that Pearson said Beale had bdpn 
furnishing inforjnatibn jbo ^cCartl^y or had been seen at KcCartV? ofJ^ice, but the 
irsplication was obvious* " At the tine of Pearson's call Tdchardson was not aware 
of toalc^B identity as an ernployeo bf the loyalty Jloview Board and so informed ~ 
Pearson. Pearson then inquired of rdchardsoa^ as. to whether he l^dght secure a 
list of narnes of $he caplpyees of the Ji<sralty Eoview E?^ixl and Mchardson had 
t. v. lleloy;^ Epecutiva Secrelaty of the Lc^^jilty Eevicw; Board, prepare such a 
list which was turned pvcr to Pearson^ Kr. liichardson advised that he^ is 'Willing 
to tovc these, facts recited to Pearson if the Eiar^au wishes to contact Pfearson 
to obtain ar^ facts in fcis ptesession recardina the source of .McCarthy ^s dnforciatibni.
